5 TTie contract of the Inter- 
national Water Supply Co, with 
the town to sink a deep well at 
Cotter St. was amended by the 
town council at a special meeting 
on Monday night. 

.J- B. MacNamarna, engineer of 
the company, told the council 
that he was not satisfied that the 
well would produce a minimum 
flow of 150 gallons a minute as 
guaranteed in the contract, and 
asked the council to delete the 
clause providing for a guaran- 
teed minimum. 

After several hours discussion, 
the town council agreed to 
delete the clause and, with the 
consent of Mr. MacNamarna, 
changed the contract price as 
follows: The town will pay $88 
per gallon for each gallon per 

inutc up (o 125 gallons, $50 per 
gallon for the next 25 gallons per 
minute, and $20 per additional 
gallon. Approval of this change 
was unanimous. 

/.The original contract guaran- 
teed a minimum of 150 gallons 
per minute from the Cotter St. 
well for a price of $13,200. The 
town agreed to pay $20 per gal- 
lon for each additional gallon 
per minute up to a maximum 
cost of $17,200. ■ , ;

Councillor Evans said that he 
was in favor of accepting the 
;f proposal. He said that the town 
,- was placed in the position that 
.its consumption of water Is daily 
increasing and that it is obliged 
to explore every possible way of 
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itting water. 



"We've got to take the chances, 
they don't have to," he declared. 
"This well, if it's put in, will 
take every gallon that's possible 
in that area. The people are 
more satisfied in getting the best 
water, and Cotter St. has the 
best water, in a safe place." 

"If we had any kind of assur- 
ance that we could get 150 gal- 
ions per minute, I think it would 
be a good thing," said Councillor 
J. L. SpJIIctte. "We would be in 
an unholy position if we only got 
70 gallons per minute and had 
to pay $88 a gallon for it. We 
might as well get out of town." 

However, Mr. MacNamarna 
said that he felt sure he could 
get a good flow of water, but 
didn't want to take the position 
of guaranteeing a 150-gallon 
minimum. 

"If it's only going to pump 100 
gallons per minute, then 1 
shouldn't be here tonight," he 
declared, 

"Is there anybody sure of 
water in this town?" asked 
Councillor Evans. "We need 
water, we need 300,000 gallons ^a 
day. If wc get 100 gallons from 
this well wc are as well off as. 
if wc had another Srigley St. 
well. We should keep trying for 
this water." 

C. C. Rachar, town engineer, 
said that he didn't think develop- 
ment of the Cotter* St. well pre- 
sented any danger to the flow 
from wells at the water-works, 
since they are in different strata. 

Mr. Kvans said that the town 
doesn't "expect to stop at Cotter 
St. Cotter St. isn't a cure. We 
should aim for 500,000 gallons a 
day." 

"Our consumption has in- 
creased alarmingly," said Dep- 
uty-Reeve Vale. "We must go 
after water. We may have to 
gel it in a hurry, 

"We should see if we can't get 
water at Cotter St. and then 
come back here and argue about 
the next place," he declared. 
"We are almost forced into the 

position that we've got to 
develop this well." 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales said 
that it was his opinion the town 
should test for water at the wes- 
tern limits of the town, before 
committing itself to an amended 
Colter Si contract. The Bowser 
properly on Yonge St. was an 
ideal place to drill, he stated, 
lie added that Mr. Bowser was 
willing to allow the town to drill 
there. 

Councillor Frank Bowser asked 
the council to delay decision on 
the matter until the Bowser 
property could be tested for 
water. 

However, Dcpuly-Heeve Vale 
said that it would cost from 

$20,000 to $30,000 to get water 
from the Bowser properly into 
the mains, exclusive of the cost 
of constructing a well, whereas 
there would .be no such cost at 
Colter St., which is near the 
water mains. 

The council finally came lo an 
agreement with Mr. MacNamarna 
on an amended contract. 



There will be a special meeting 
of Whitchurch township council 
on Monday, when Reeve Earl 
Toole will arrange for nomina- 
tions on Monday, April 28, and 
an election, if necessary, on 

Monday, May 5. 

The nominations are occasion- 
ed by the death of Deputy-Reeve 
Jess Cook on March 22. The 
council meeting on Monday is to 
give members of the council a 
chance lo resign and offer their 
services for the office of deputy- 
reeve. 

If one or more members of the 
council resign, and two have 
announced their intention of 
doing so, to run for deputy- 
reeve. Reeve Toole will sign an- 
other warrant, arranging to fill 
the additional council vacancy or 

vacancies at the same time. 

Thus if members of the coun- 
cil resign to run for the deputy- 
rceveship and are unsuccessful 
they will not have a chance to 
return to their present seats. 

Reeve Toole told The Era on 
Tuesday that he had consulted 
the department of municipal 
affairs at Queen's Park and was 
advised that he had no alterna- 
tive but to call an election. 

Reeve Toole was expected to 
require Clerk John Crawford to 
call an election, but did not do 
so, at the regular April meeting 
of the council at Vandorf on 
Saturday. . 

Councillor Herman Kidd con- 
tended that there was no hurry, 
that roads were too bad for tak- 
ing a vote and that it would 
show more respect for the late 
deputy to wait. A quite differ- 
ent view was taken by Councillor 
George Lcary. who reminded the 
reeve that the act railed for an 
election "forthwith." 

"I am willing to delay issuing 
this warrant," said Reeve Toole, 
"only if our county solicitor and 
the ^ department of municipal 
affairs consent. They will he 
consulted early next week. If I 
find the oropcr course is lo pro- 
ceed with issuing my warrant, 
this course will be followed." 

In this event he said he would 
summon a special meeting for 
receiving resignations of any 
councillor or councillors wishing 
to contest the deputy-rccveship. 

Councillors Lcary and Kidd let 
it be known in certain terms 
that they would be in the field.

"Diphtheria toxoiding means 
wiping out the most dreaded of 
all infantile diseases," Dr. J. H. 
Wesley, M.O.H., stated this week. 

"We have had several toxoid 
clinics at the Newmarket schools, 
the last of which was held last 
summer, and 141 children were 
immunized against diphtheria. 
As we have not had a case of 
real diphtheria in town during 
the last 20 years, we feel that 
another clinic is not necessary at 
the present time, but parents are 
still advised to have their chil- 
dren loxoidcd. 

"Protect all your pre-school 
children by having them immun- 
ized against diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough and 
smallpox before starting to 
school. This will result in a 
great improvement of their 
health later and will add much 
to the regularity of their school 
program. 

"The Health League of Canada 
is putting on what is called 
•Toxoid Week,' April 20 to 26. 
This is a toxoid drive."

B. Aylward sent to Ottawa, and 
found out that it had been 
banded by a lady in Nashville, 
Tennessee, in ID30. 

Last week some interesting 
information arrived from the 
bander, Mrs. F. C. I-askey. n 
councillor of the Island Bird 
Banding Association, residing at 
B lo sso tod o I I, Graybar Lane, 
Nashville, Tenn. 

The association presents this 
information: "Three million wild 
birds wear bands. By means of 
numbered aluminum bands on 
the legs of our native birds, an 
important investigation is being 
carried on by our government, 
with the aid of volunteer co- 
operators. The purpose is to 
learn how long birds live, routes 
they travel in migration, milts 
travelled in a day, if they return 
to the same locality, do they keep 
the same mates, and many other 
interesting questions. 
- "If you handle any game bird 
or find any other kind of bird, 
dead or alive, examine its legs 
for a band and read the number 
very carefully. If the bird is 
alive, leave the band on and re- 
lease the bird, but if the bird is 
dead, remove the band and send 
the band and all information 
possible in cither case to the 
National Parks Bureau. Ottawa, 
Ontario, if found in Canada, or if 
found in U. S. A. to the Biologi- 
cal .Survey. Washington. D. C."

Toronto Milk Consump- 
tion Has Increased. 
Say s Secre tary 

MEANS "MILLIONS" 

Editor, The Era: The extreme- 
ly high standard of your paper 
makes one hesitate in offering 
a correction of a statement 
appearing on the first page of 
your issue of April 10, headed 
"Milk Prices Go Up." The 
correction is in reference to the 
consumption of milk in Toronto. 

The price advanced in Toronto 
on Jan. 23. During January, 
the consumption increased over 
last January, about 3&fr. Dur- 
ing February, the consumption 
was 6Vc below February of last 
year, which was abnormally 
higher, so that the consumption 
figure of 1941 was ?W above 
1939. You will recall that last 
year was leap year. Worked out 
on the 28-day month, the con- 
sumption of milk in February 
of this year is approximately 
3# above February of last year. 

From the farmer's point of 
view, the increase in the price 
netted the producer more than 
558,000 in Februray, although 
they shipped nearly 1,000,000 lbs. 
less milk. If February this year 
had been the same length as 
February last year, the producers 
shipping to Toronto would have 
received over $85,000 more, or 
approximately $25 per farm, 
and this they will continue to 
receive monthly, while the price 
continues. 

We pass this information on 
in the interest of truth. The 
figures are based on the month- 
ly dairy report of the Ontario 
department of agriculture, statis- 
tics branch. This general 
increase in the province of 
Ontario will net the milk 
producers millions of extra 
dollars a year.

Objective, Canvassing Not Completed Yet 
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Newmarket's auxiliary war 
services fund had reached $4,587 
at noon today, -with more to 
come, F. H. Hewson, chairman, 
told The Era. 

"We appreciate the co-opera- 
tion of canvassers and citizens," 
he said. "It has been marvel- 
lous. Many people were out 
when our canvassers called. We 
are keeping the list open, if 
people will send their contribu- 
tions to me." 

Northern York county is doing 
a grand job for the auxiliary 
war. services campaign, and will 
make the objective of $18,000, 
H. E. Lambert, Newmarket, 
chairman, expects. 

Returns already made total 
$10,376.03. A number of centres 
have not reported yet, and quite 
a few rural areas have not been 
contacted at all because of road 
conditions and lack of time to 
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the Starling. You did not say 
just when it was found dead but 
I presume it was in January or 
February, 1941. It was banded 
at my home as your notice stated 
on January 31, I93G, as a bird of 
the year— that is. one hatched in 
1035. 

As a hobby I am doing re- 
search work on bird life and 
under federal permit set traps 
that do not harm the birds and 
catcli them for banding. I have 
been doing litis for ten years and 
during that time, with the help 
of other.-*, have placed my bands 
on over 30.000 birds of lib" diff- 
erent species. I have acquired 
some very interesting data of 
considerable scientific value. 
The birds are fed all through the 
year in our garden and my traps 
are baited with various kinds of 
food. In addition. I band many 
nestlings just before they can fly 
well enough to leave the nest, 

My map does not show 
Queensville, so I was unable to 
find out how far it Is from Nash- 
ville, Tenn. There is a great 
difference in prevailing weather, 
for although our trees are still 
not in leaf, the maples, elms, 
poplars, etc., are in bloom, daffo- 
dils and many other early spring 
blossoms have been in bloom 
two weeks. 

Our spring birds are slow in 
arriving but are now appearing. 
Bluebirds have been incubating 
eggs for A week in a nest box 
project I have been following for 
several years. 

We have had very little snow 
this year— none until February- 
hut the unusual cold and snow 

of January, 1040. took heavy toll 

of bird life in the south as far 

Florida and Louisiana.

MILK EXPECTED TO 
REGAIN ITS STRIDE 

Sales of milk in Newmarket 
have decreased because of the 
Increase in prices which were 
effected last week, but dairymen 
believe that they will soon be 
back to normal or nearly normal. 

F. R. Maybee, proprietor of 
Cousins Dairy, when contacted 
by The Era yesterday, said that 
his sales, with a few exceptions, 
were "back to normal." He 
estimated that sales dropped 
about ten per cent "the first 
day," but said that thev took an 
upswing after that. 

Other dairies report that the 
increase in price has not greatly 
affected sales to houses in town. 
W. J. McCappin, proprietor of 
Hillsdale Dairy, said that, be- 
cause of the nutritive value of 
milk, the housewife will probab- 
ly revise her budget to include 
a proper amount of milk each 
day, and cut down on foods of 
less value. 

Newmarket Dairy said that 
they could not accurately gauge 
the effect of the milk increase 
until unused milk tickets bought 
previous to the rise are returned.

They arrived there at about 2.50 
p.m. 

In answer to the question of the 
crown attorney, the officer stated 
that he found Mr. Smart in an in- 
toxicated condition. He said that 
later In the police station the 
defendant admitted that he was 
the driver of the car. 

"Did the accused give any ex- 
planation?" Mr. Mathews asked. 

"He said that the tires brew out 
and that he was going ten or 15 
miles an hour." 

In his defence Mr. Smart stated 
that he had been working at the 
military camp and had offered to 
give Wm.

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Brings $80 For Fund 
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One of Aurora's oldest resi- 
dents, George Spenee, Welling- 
ton St., died on Monday at York 
county hospital, Newmarket, 

Mr. Spence was in his 84th 
year and in March slipped on the 
pavement near his home, break- 
ing his leg, and had been in the 
hospital since that time.

With the parade on Palm Sunday 
of C company of the Queen's York 
Rangers to Trinity Anglican 
church, some interesting history 
of the regiment and its predeces- 
sors, the 12th regiment and the 
York Volunteers, is recalled. 

On Sept. 14, 1866, the 12th regi- 
ment, under the command of 
Lieut-Col, W. D. Jarvis, waa 
officially formed. Previous to 
this, from the war of 1812, separate 
companies of York Volunteers had 
taken part in every crisis in 
Canada's history. 

The history of the Aurora 
Volunteers is a bit dim, but it is 
known that they did take part 
previous to the 60's, The Volun- 
teers are mentioned in the minutes 
of the Aurora council as early as 
186-1. In that year they were 
granted permission to use certain 
timber, the property of the muni- 
cipality, for the May 24 celebration, 
"the planks not to be cut or have 
nails driven into them -and to be 
returned to the different places 

where they are at present by the 
27th inst."

Inscribed on the bugle, 
which plays as well today as ever, 
are the words, "Presented to the 
Aurora Volunteers by the people 
of Aurora and the surrounding 
country as a small expression of 
their meritorious conduct during 
the recent trying crisis In the 
history of Canada,"
